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Secretary's  Report 


Mr.  President  and  Brothers — 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  submit  my  report  to  you.  When  I  wtis  elect¬ 
ed  to  tnis  position  last  year  in  Erie,  Pa.,  I  was  then  Secretary  of  Eagle 
Lodge  No.  1,  and  of  course  had  to  get  my  business  adjusted  in  Holyoke  before 
1  could  proceed  to  headquarteis,  so  from  Erie  I  went  to  Holyoke,  but  I  went 
to  Watertown  the  last  week  in  May,  1903. 

I  looked  over  the  system  then  in  use  at  headquarters  and  found  that  a 
change  would  have  to  be  made  so  I  immediately  sent  for  Brother  Carey,  our 
Treasurer,  and  had  our  former  Secretary,  Brother  Ackerman,  close  his  books 
and  turn  everything  over  to  Brother  Carey'.  I  then  had  Brother  Carey  give 
me  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  and  started  a  new  set  of  books  and  a  new 
system  entirely. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  all  the  money  I  have  received  and  dis¬ 
bursed  from  all  sources  since  the  last  convention  honored  me  with  its  cond-

During  the  first  few  miomthls  of  the  past  year  ll  was  greatily  handicapped 
in  my  work  by  everything  being  in  an  upset  condition,,  because  not  only  was 
I  strange  to  the  work  but  I  had)  to  take  hold  when  the  reoordlS'  for  the  pre_ 
vious  year  had  toi  be  turned  over  to  an  expert  bookkeeeper,  thereby  taking 
from  me  what  little  Insight  of  the  work  I  might  get. 

However,  I  did  not  take  any  notice  of  the  old)  system  but  started  a 
complete  new  one,  but  you  must  bear  in  mind)  that  it  was  not  perfect  by 
any  meanls,  though  as  I  gained  in  experience  I  strengthened  'my  .system  and 
I  feel  that  the  present  systemi  df  handling  your  finances  isi  a  system  that 
will  show  at  a  glace  how  your  businesis  stands. 

You  must  also!  bear  in  mindl  that  not  only  do  d  have  to  look  after  the

?s  a  great  task  as  I  can  assure  that  it  'dbes  not  take  Idnig  for  the  timie  to 
come  around'  when  your  Journal  goes  to  press  and  in  the  imeantime  you  have 
had  new  subs'cription'S  to  be  placed  oni  your  list  anjdf  old  subscriptions  to 
d)rop,  besidiesj  reconstructing  some  of  the  Articles  that  are  sent  for  publica¬ 
tion.

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mEi  ORIGANIIZHRS. 


In  reg-ardl  to  the  orgianizer®  "will  say  that  on  Dec.  21st,  IQ'OiS,  they  werd 
laid  off  because  we  did  not  have  finances  to  support  them'. 

It  was  thought  at  that  time  that  they  wouldl  be  put  on  the  road  again, 
beginning  Peb.  1st,  1904,  but  at  that  ti^ie  our  finances  would)  not  justify 
putting  on  all  the  cirganiizers.  We  had  am  Eixeoutive  Board!  meeting  on  the 
18th  of  Peb.  1904  and  at  that  time  the  Bioard  diecidedi  that  they  would,  lay 
the  organizers  off  until  oonventiion.  I  believe  that  we  could  have  supported 
one  organizer,  but  the  Board!  dlid  not  consldler  it  would  be  fair  to  keep  one 
at  work  and  lay  the  other  two  off  and  the  fairest  way  would  be  to^  lay  all 
off.  I 

Will  say  that  during  the  timie  the  organiizersi  were  on  the  road  that  they 
did  good  work.  You  must  take  into  cionsideratioin  that  during  the  time  they 
were  on  the  road  that  we  had  the  great  Holyoke'  strike  on  our  hands,  also 
Norfolk  and  'Carthage  and  this  news  spread  like  wildfire  throughout  the 
country  with  the  result  that  every  place  they  went  the  Paper  Maker  or 
Pulp  Maker  was  waiting  the  results  of  the  strikes  and  w'hen  they  heard  the 
disappointment  that  our  locals  in  these  sections  got,  why]  ift  isimlply  meant 
that  no  local  would  be  formed!  just  then,  but  I  believe  that  if  we  had  made 
a  big  gain  in  these  places)  that  our  organiizers  would  have  had  no  difficulty 
in  placing  charters  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  for  you  mufet  remember, 
Brothers,  that  there  is  nothing  sucoeedE  like  success,  but  as  it  was  and  undter 
the  circumistances  the  organizers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  good  work. 

Will  also  say  that  when  the  Carthage  strike  took  effect  on  June  10, 
1903,  that  Brother  Hamilton  was  sent  to  take  charge  of  the  strike  and  stayed 
there  until  •  we  had  trouble  in  iSteubenville,  OhiO',  July  ISth,  1903,  when)  he 
was  sent  there.  He  stayed  several  weekjsi  and  from  there  worked  the  State 
of  Ohio  with  the  result  that  he  built  up  the  lO'cals  in  that  .section  of  the 
country. 

In  regard  to  Brother  Siillivan  will  say  that  he  has  alsoi  been  sent  to 
adjust  trouble  in  different  sectionis  of  the  country.  In  Gardiner,  Maine  and 
Erie,  Penn.,  and)  he  has  also  been  the  mean's  of  building  up  locals  in;  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  country. 

In  regard  to  Brother  Malin  will  say  that  he  has  done  very  good  work 
and  I  believe  if  it  had!  been  posisiible  for  us  to'  have  left  himi  in  the  West 
that  he  would  have  had  some  goodi  Ideals  lin  the  sections  where  we  are  not 
organized. 

(I  believe  that  during  the  sessiontsi  of  this  'Clonvention  we  ought  tO'  devise 
a  way  whereby  the  organizers  icani  be  sure  of  steady  employment,  Ybu 
must  remember  that  the  position  of  organizer  isi  ai  very  delicate  one'  and 
he  has  from  the  moment  he  acceptsi  the  pioisition  weakened  hisi  chances  for 
getting  employment  in  a  mill  again.

STRIKES'  ANID  LOCKO'UTSL 


Brothers,  during  the  pas't  year  we  have  had!  a  great  deal  lof  trouble,  in 
fact  we  began  right  after  Convention  land  are  not  out  of  it  at  this'  oonivention. 

The  first  trouble  we  were  invollved  in  waS'  the  Holyolke  strike  which 
commenced  in  the  first  week  of  June,  1903,  and  continued  until  August,  1903. 
Brother  McCarthy,  our  Second  Vice.PreBident,  was  given  charge  of  this 
trouble  and  will  no  doubt  explain  to  you  just  how  this  strike  was  carried 
on  and  'dieclared  off. 
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We  also  had  a  -strike  in  Carthaig'e  N.  Y.,  which  oommenced  the  Idth 
of  June,  1903.  This  strike  was  ca.uised  over  the  OonDpiany  discharg-ing-  the 
committee  that  went  to  put  in  the  request  for  the  OS.hour  schedule;  Brother 
Hamilton  was  sent  to  take  charg’e  of  this  trouble,  but  unfortunately  the 
Company  succeeded  in  getting  help  to  eitart  up  different  parts  of  the  .mill 
eo  we  kept  fighting  along  in  this  until  Sept.  Ist,  when  the  strike  waTs  de¬ 
clared  off.  It  was  declared  off  because  the  Company  had)  succeeded  in  ge'ttfng 
a  lot  of  the  help  back  and  were  hiring  all  the  non-uniioin  men  they  could 
get  hold  of  SO  we  thought  it  would  be  better  to  call  the  strike  off  and  allow 
aj  many  of  our  men  to  go  back  as  could  get  work. 

There  was  also  a  shut  dbwn  in  Niagara  Fallsi  on  the  30th  of  June,  1903, 
on  account  of  the  firemen  going  out  for  the  eight  houns  The  mill  started 
up  July  27th,  1906.  There  was  also  a  shut  down  ini  Dallston  on  account  of 
the  firemen  which  started  the  second  week  in  July  and!  lasted  until  the 
30th  of  July. 

iWe  also  had  a  strike  ini  Steubenville,  Ohio,  on  account  jo^  two  scabs 
going  to  work  by  the  namesi  of  Raymond  Darr  and,  Neslbltf  When  the 
Brothers  struck  on  account  of  these  men  they  iput  in  a  demand  'for  tlie 
65-haur  week.  The  strike  is|tarted  on  the  13th  day  of  July  and  the  tnen 
declared  it  off  on  the  11th  day  of  December.  Brother  Hamilton  was  sent  to 
take  charge  of  this  affair  and  gave  them  all  the  assistance  he  possibly  could, 
but  the  Company  sucoeeded  In  running  their  plant  and  evenitually  the  men 
had  to  declare  the  strike  off  and  quite  a  few  got  hack  their  jobs. 

Newburgh,  N.  Y.,  went  on  strike  July  20th  for  the  shorter  hour  week, 
but  the  Comipany  in  this  place  succeeded  in  running  their  plant  and  the 
men  declaredi  the  strike  off.  We  ateo'  had  trouble  in  Troy,  N.  Y.,  on  account 
of  the  firemen.  The  boys  went  out  July  24th,  and  returned  July  2(8th;  1903. 

Johnsoinburg,  Pa.,  went  on  tetrikle  for  the  65.hour  schedule  Dec.  28th 
and  returned  to  work  in  a  few  day?!,  and  am'  sorry  toi  say  did  not  get  their 
•shorter  hours,  but  returned  to  work  on  the  long  hour  sytetem  and  got  a 
reduction  in  pay. 

We  had!  a  lockout  iln  Three  Rivers,  Mich,.,  Oct.  9th.  Brother  Mal'in  was 
sent  there  but  on  his  arrival  found  that  the  men  had  returned  to  work  Oct.  26. 

In  Oconto  Palls,  Wis.,  on  Jam  9th,  the  members'  of  our  local  were  called 
into  the  office  and  told  they  would  either  have  to  quit  their  jobs  or  quit 
the  union.  The  men  decided  to  stay  in  the  union  so  quit  their  jobs.  The 
members  of  our  local  at  Park  Falls,  Wis.,  were  difeohiargeid  for  not  working 
Christmas  Day.  It  seemsi  that  a  petition  was  got  up  by  the  heaterman,  a 
non.union  man,  to  ask  every  man  to  sign  that  he  would  not  work  on  Christ, 
masi  Day.  Every  man  in  thte  rnill  signed  the  petition  and  clO'Sedl  the  mill 
down,  but  when  they  went  back  to  work  the  Superintendlent  in:  a  few  days 
discharged  all  the  Union  men. 

On  February  3rd  I  received  a  telegrami  stating  there  watei  a  lockout 
in  Erie,  Pa.  Brother  Miackey  went  there  and  reported,  trouble  settled;,  Feb. 
8th.  On  Feb.  29th  our  local  at  Cloquet,  Minn.,  went  on  strike  on  account  of 
the  Company  putting  to  work  a  scab  and  firing  a  union  man.  The  men  won 
out  in  eight  hours. 

We  also!  had  trouble  in  Rumiford  Falls,  Me.,  on  Sept.  16,  1908,  and'  lasted 
until  Oct.  3,  1903.  Brothers  Mackey  and':  Walker  were  on  the  groundl  and 
no  dbubt  in  their  report  will  explain  circumstances.  i 

On  July  28,  1903,  our  Local  at  NbrfolK,  N.  Y.,  went  on  strike  on  account 
of  a  man  by  the  name  of  Hardimian,  a  rank  scab,  being  put  to  work.  This 
rnill,  the  Remlngton.Martin  Paper  Co.,  wasi  a,  union  mill  and  used  our 
union  label  and  worked  the  eight  hour  shift.  The'se  peoigl_e  had  all  it  was 
possible  for  them  to*  get,  in  fact  had  an  idlaal  job,  but  when  this  rank  scab 
was  employed  they  were  willin,g  toi  sacirifice  everything  for  the  principle  of 
organized  labor  so  when  thiisi  man  went  to  work  they  irepiorted  to  Preslidient 
Mackey  and'  he  told  them  to  notify  the  Supt.  that  if  he  started  to  work 
that  they  would  not  work  with  him.  The  Siiperin  ten  dent  told  the  commlttele 
that  the  mani  would,  start  and  if  they  didi  not  like  it  they  could  get  through 
so  the  men  got  through  and  up  toi  the  present  time  these  men  have  stood 
out  We  have  succeeded  in  getting  some  of  themi  eqnployment  but  there  ato 
a  great  many  of  them^  out  of  work  now.  The  strike  at  Norfolk  ,has'  been 
“ndorsed  by  thle  A.  F.  of  D.  and  two  mien  from'  the  Al  P.  o'f  L.  have 
Visited  the  Company  and  asked  them  to  treat  with,  their  men,  hut  Mir. 
Remington  told  them  he  was  wiilling  to  treat  providing  they  would  accept 
the  following  terms: 
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January  21,  1904.

G-entlem/en^ — ^We  are  in  receipt  of  your  proposition  of  recent  date.  In 
its  present  form'  we  decline  to  con  sidle  r  it  for  the  following  rieasonS': 

IS't.  We  do  not  find'  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Paper  Makers  has 
any  crediit  rating  in  Bradstreet  and  you  do  not  provide  for  any  suitable 
bond)  to  protect  uis  in  casie  you  -should  fail  to  carry  out  your  part  of  the  pro. 
poised  contract. 

2nd.  We  fail  to  see  where  you  offer  any  inducement  for  the  company 
to  re-employ  the  men  on  strike  andl  diischarge  our  present  employes,  inaisi- 
much  as  our  present  employesl  are  producinig-  much  better  results  than 
the  strikers  dlid  when  in  our  employ. 

3rd.  Thie  company  is  under  agreement  with  its  present  employes  that 
should  they  be  displacedi,  on  account  of  the  Ktrikers  returning  to  “WofS,  in 
that  event  they  will  be  paid  their  regular  wages  to-  Sept.  1st,  1904.  This 
would  be  a  matter  of  about  $5'0v0'00,  which  we  would  of  course  expect  the 
union  to  pay,  providing  we  took  baick  tne  strikers. 

If  you  will  modify  your  proiposition,  assumig  our  contract  w*ith  present 
employes,  and  furnishing  b'Oin.dl  satisfactory  to  usi,  to  the  amount  of 
$300,000,  by  which  in  caisie  your  organizatiion:  dbes  not  carry  out  its  agree¬ 
ment,  we  will  be  protected,  and  further  guarantee  thiat  the  production  of 
the  miill  in  all  departmentsi  wiill  exceedl  that  produced  by  our  present  em. 
ployjes  by  at  leaist  5  p-er  cent,  and  alsio  that  the  co'st  o|f  labor  per  100  lbs. 
of  produotion,  shiall  not  -exoeled  its  present  cost,,  we  will  consider  such  prop, 
osition.  Yours  truly,

them  refusing  to  go  back  'On  the  long  hour  system  and;  up  to  the  present 
time  are  out.  Brother  Smith  hals  been  on  the  ground  all  the  timle  and  will 
no  -doubt  give  you  the  full  particulars; 

We  have  also  a  lockout  -at  St.  Catharines,  Can.  for  the  same  cause 
as  Hull.  Our  Brothers  there  were  put  out  Pieb.  27th  andi  are  out  yet. 

We  have  also  had  trouble  in  Norwich,  Conn.,  Ashland,  N.  H.,  Unionville, 
Conn.,  Westfield),  Masis.,  and  Bellows  Palls,  Vt.,  and  Brother  Stoughton  was 
put  on  these  cais-eis  and  no  dbubt  in  his  report  w^ill  explain  matters.

il  have  collected  on  the  Defence  Pundl  this  year  $10,409.38. 

Niow,  Brothers,  this  -sum  is  not  sufficient  to-  warrant  you  protection  pro. 
vliding  you  were  involved  in  trouble.  I  believe  if  our  members  would  look 
at  this  question  as  it  should  be  looked  at  that  they  would  -see  the  njeces. 
sity  of  accumulating  a  Defence  Pund.  You  have  formed  an  associationi 
of  Paper  and  Pulp  Makensi  to  protect  your  interests,  but  up  to  the  present 
timle  you  have  failed  to  protect  your  association.  Now,  Brothersi,  it  is  ab. 
solutely  necessary  that  we  get  a  Defence  Pun-dl  if  we  are  ever  going  to  make 
progress.  You  must  take  int'O  -consideration  that  if  a  strike  of  any  mag¬ 
nitude  was  called]  at  the  prlesent  time  that  we  as  an  organization  are  not 
in  a  position  to  carry  it  to  a  -succeisisful  isisue.  I  can  tell  you  men  that  call 
a  strike  in  any  section  of  the  country  without  giving  the  men  assurance 
that  their  wives  and  little  ones  shall  he  protected  would)  be  criminal,  and 
the  man  that  would  advocate  such  a  measure  should  be  horsew'hipped  be- 
•  cause  he  ha®  neither  given  study  to  the  welfare  of  the  members  -or  the 
organization. 

Men,  before  we  can  expect  to  make  progreisis  a©  an  organization  ^we 
aou^-inssu  aq,';  ,sj0qm'0ui  ano  0ai.§  utav  toq:;  XoTfod  u  ;dopu  :)sjq  :)isniui 
should  they  ever  be  involved  in  trouble  their  wives-  and)  children  will  not 
be  in  want.  How  under  the  name  'Of  common  sense  can,  we  expect  any 
man  to  battle  for  the  principle  of  organized  labor  when  by  iso  doing  the 
very  ones  he  loves  and  are  depending  upon  himi  are  on  the  verge  of  starva¬ 
tion.  Men,  if  we  ais'  a,ni  organ-izat'ion;  aisisiume  the  right  of  calliing  a 
strike  in  any  locality  we  should  also  assume  the  responsibility  of  our  action 
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and)  in  all  casesi  see  that  pnotection  i®  igiven  to  the  tiamiliesi  of  thie  meh 
that  are  fighting'  for  the  benefit  of  the  organization. 

Brothers,  just  place  your, selves  in  the  pOiSiition  of  some  of  the  men 
that  have  been  out  on  strike  this  past  year.  I  can  tell  you  of  men  that 
have  gone  without  their  supperis  night  after  night  tO'  give  their  children 
enough,  and  I  can  tell'  you  of  men  that  owe  over  a  hundredi  dollans  and:  have 
sold  nearly  everything  they  nave  .ini  the  wonld.  Is  this  the  kind,  of  an  or_ 
ganization  we  want?  I  say  no,  we  don’t  want  an  organization  that  instead  of 
making  our  aonditions  worse  thia  what  they  were  will  elevate  our  condiition 
and  make  us  feel  safe  under  its  protection. 

Men,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  one  of  us  to’  rgive  the  matter  of  raising  a 
Defence  Fund'  our  foremost  thought.  It  is  no  usie  of  uis  trylitng  to  shirk 
this  responsibility  because  there  is'  a  certain  element  that  will  not  pay 
it.  I  can  tell  you  that  we  must  have  a  Defence  Fundi,  but  how  toi  get  it 
with  the  least  friction  in  our  ranks  is  a  questiom  that  we  assembled'  here 
must  isolve. 

Brother  Hamilton  and  I  have  a  resolutioh  which  will  be  .placed 
for  your  consiideiration,  but  'if  there  is  any  other  resoilution  that  is  placed 
before  you  and  isi  more  appropriate  you  may  resit  assured  that  we  shall 
be  only  too  glad  to'  coLoperate  and  aissist  in  its  pasisage 

THE  UNHOH  LABED. 

Last  year  the  label  of  our  craft  was  registeredl  in  the  States  of  Nlew 
York,  Massachusettis  and  Wisconsin.  I  have  regisitered  since  then,  in  the 
states  of  Vermont,  Maine,  Ohioi,  New  Hampshire,  Michigan,  Oannecticut  Penn, 
sylvania,  Indiana,  OoloraidO',  Delaware,  Marylandl,  Missouri,  Montana,,  Min. 
nesota.  New  Jersey,  and  Virginia,,  so  today  our  label  is'  registered  in  every 
State  whiere  we  have  a  local. 

Our  label  is  being  ulsed  in  the  following  mills:  Rocky  Mounfcainj  Paper  C'o., 
Denver,  C'ol. ;  St.  Regi®  Paper  Co.,  Deferiet,  N.  Y. ;  Taggarts  Paper  Co.,  Felts 
Mills,  N.  Y. ;  Peninsular  Paper  Co.,  Ypsilanti,  Mich.;  Mcrrilmac  Paper  Cd., 
Lawrence,  Mass.,  International  Paper  Oo.,  Watertown,,  N.  Y. ;  Aldrich  Paper 
Co.,  Natural  Daim,  N.  Y. ;  Grallatin  Valley  Pulp  and  Paper  Co.,  Manhattan, 
Mont.;  Cliff  Paper  Co.,  Niagara  Palls,  N.  Y. ;  Oreat  Northern  Paper  Cd,, 
Millinocket  and  Madison,  Maine. 

Since  lajsf  year  we  have  isucceeded  in,  getting  it  in  the  following  mills: 
Gallatin  Valley  Pulp  and(  Paper  Co.,  Manhattan,  Mjolnt.,  a,nd  the  Great 
Northern  Paper  Cd.,  of  M,illinoicket  and!  Madison,  iMlaine. 

Brothers',  in  my  opinion  the  Union  label  is  the  salvation:  of  our  craft 
and  we  should  devise  waysi  and  meang  for  bringing  our  laibel  mor'e  prom, 
inently  beiflore  the  public.  I  believe  it  would  pay  ,u9  to  immediately  put  a 
man  on  the  road  to'  do  nothing  but  work  for  the  interest  of  the  union  label. 
You  must  take  into  consideration  the  great  number  of  tradesJ’  papers,  if 
these  people  alone  would  insist  on'  using  nothing  but  union  labelled  paper 
I  can  predict  that  some  of  the  manufaicturers'  would|  be  falMn)g  all  over 
themselves  to  get  the  label  on  their  product.  But  if  we  want  to  have  the 
people  demand  the  label  we  shall  have  to  have  some  on  that  h.a,s  nothing 
to  do  but  visit  the  different  organizations  throughout  the  country  andi  place 
our  request  before  them;,  and  !I  believe  with  persistent  effort  on  our  part  that 
it  would  not  be  long  before  we  should  have  a  big  demand  for  union  labelled 
paper. 

Therefore,  I  trust  that  thisi  question  will  have  your  seriouis,  consideration. 
During  the  past  year  we  have  done  all  we'  couidl  to  create  a  demandl  for 
the  label.  I  have  sent  a  circnlar  letter  to  every  Central  body  in  the  country, 
also  wrote  to.  every  international  and  National  bodiy. 

The  folloiwing  are  some  of  the  replies  we  have  received: 

EMPDOYMElN(T  DEPARTMENT. 

I  have  at  head, quarters  at  thie  present  time  what  I  call  our  employment 
department. 

Under  date  of  NoV.  1st,  1903,  I  sent  ont  a  circular  letter  to  every  local 
and  asked’  thiem,  to  co'-operate  with  me  to  try  and  get  work  for  our  un¬ 
employed).  Will  say  that  quite  a  few  of  our  locals  responded,  but  a  great 
many  did  not. 

Now,  Brothers',  I  feel  that  if  the  loca,ls  would!  send  in  the  names  of  the 
men  that  are  out  of  work  in  their  locality,  also  sendl  int  to  headquarters 
when  you  hear  there  is  liable  to  he  a  position  that  we  'should  be  on  the  road 
to  assist  our  unfortunate  members. 
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Will  say  that  dlurirug  the  year  I  have  siuicceeded  in  getting  employment 
for  four  machine  tenders,  three  'engineers,  two  grindermeni,  six  backtendters 
and  four  thirdi  hand®  We  have  also  recomimended'  several  men  to  different 
places,  but  theso  men  have  not  reported'  whether  or  not  they  got  employ¬ 
ment. 

There  is  at  the  present  time  out  of  employment  23  machine  tehiders',  6 

beater  engineer®,  10  backtenders,  1  wet  maohine  runner,  1  wlnderman.,  2 

helpers,  5  finishersi,  2  pulp  men,  and  1  firemau.

JOURNiAL. 

At  the  present  time  the  dirculation  of  the  Journiali  isi  1,600  copies  per 
month.  Last  year  it  was  1500  per  month,  and  we  have  allso'  increased  the 
size  ot  the  Journal  froim  a  24.page  issue  to  a  32Lpage  issue',  and).  'I  believe 
if  the  memibiers  in  general  wo'uld  take  a  little  moire  interest  in  thir  Journal 
that  we  shouldl  have  a  trades,  paper  that  we  couldl  feel  proiutd  olf,  but.  Broth, 
ers,  we  icannot  expect  anybody  tO'  patronize  oiur  Journal  unlesis  we  patron, 
ize  it  ourselvesi.  i 

In  my  opinion  there  iS'  nothing  that  will  be  of  miore  benefit  towards  cre¬ 
ating  harmony  in  our  ranks  like  our  Journal.  It  isi  siomethlng  that  every 
member  should  have  because  it  will  keep  him  in  touch  with  every  local  in 
our  organization  providing  every  correspondlent  will  do'  hie?'  duty.  It  is  some¬ 
thing  that  will  educate  hiimi  on  the  trade  movement  in  general  and  will  al¬ 
ways  keep  him  in  touch  Vv^ith  the  conditions,  existing  in  hisi  own  craft. 

I  believe  that  this  coming  year  we  should  make  the  subscription  price  of 
the  Journal  cheaper,  not  that  it  is  not  cheap  enough,  but  because  it  would 
be  an  inducement  for  every  member  to  take  it. 

The  Journal  when  it  was  first  started  in  Dec.  19'01  was'  a  personal  ven¬ 
ture  of  the  formier  Seoretary,  but  at  the  Convention  held  in  Niagara  Falls, 
1902  wa®  turned  over  to  the  organization,  though  up'  to  the  time  of  our  Con. 
vention  held  in  Brie,  Pa.,  1903,  wais  not  a  financial  success,  but  I  am  pleasied 
to  state  that  since  the  Erie  Convention  up  tO'  the  present  time  the  Journal 
has  paid  for  itself,  in  fact  we  have  to'  its  credit  $517.58,  thO'Ugh  the  Financial 
Secretaries  and  Journal  coirresipondentsi  get  their  Journals  free'.  Now  the 
reason  for  the  slucceiSB  of  the  Journail  thiS'  year  is  that  we  had  a  great  deal 
of  advertising  in  the  'Convention  number  and  we  organized  a  .system  where, 
by  we  know  when  every  subiscription  runs'  out  a.ndl  the  membersi  are  sent 
a  bill  accordingly,  and)  if  they  do  not  respoind  we.  drop  the  subscription. 
Now,  when  I  took  hold  of  the  Journal  there  was  no  way  of  finding  o'ut 
when  sub'seriptions  commenced  or  ended  aind(  there  wasi  a  great  deal  of  dis. 
satisfaction  about  the  .subscribersi  not  receiving  their  Journal  regular,  to 
avoid  this  dissatisfaction  andi  try  and  get  the  confidence  of  the  members 
I  issued  a’  circular  letter  and!  stated  that  anybody  that  had  ever  siub. 
scribed  for  the  Journal  and  had  noit  receivedi  it  regular  I  should  be  pleased 
to  place  their  name  on  our  subscription  list  again,  and  if  any  member  did 
not  receive  their  Journals  reigular  I  trusted  they  would  notify  us  and 
the  same  would  have  immediate  attention.  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  I  have 
had  very  few  complaints  and  the  'oo'mplaints  that  We  have  had  were  on 
account  of  the  sub'seribers  not  notifying  us  when  they  changed  their  ad. 
dress. 

Now,  Brothensi,  I  believe  we  should  talk  over  the  adlvisability  of  every 
local  taking  the  Journal,  and  if  in  your  o'pinion  it  would  be  a.  benefit  to  the 
organization  to  have  all  members  take  it  I  trust  you  will  take  into,  consid¬ 
eration  the  figures  I  present  so'  that  you  will  have  a  better  idea  on  what  th'e 
subscriptioh'  price  should  be,  soi  that  we  shall  at  least  make  the  Journal  pay 
for  itself.  If  10,000  members  subscribed  for  the  Journal  and  the  Journal 
contained  32  pages,  it  would  cost  $275  for  printing,  $15  for  mailing,  and  $30 
for  incidental  expen, sesi,  m'akling  a  t.otal  of  $320  per  month  or  $3,840  per 
year.  Now,  if  10,000  subscribed  at  fifty  cents  each,  per  year,  we  should  have 
$5,000  and  the  expenses  of  getting  the  Journal  out  has  been  $3,840',  therefore 
we  should  have  $1,160  to  the  credit  of  the  Journal,  and  as  yet  we  have  not 
got  one  cent’s  worth  of  advertising  matter  figured  in. 

We  have  very  little  advertising  matter  at  the  present  time  on  a,aoOunt 
of  the  poor  circulation'  of  the  Journal.  You  must  bear  in  mind  that  when 
a  buFiness  man  places  an  adlvertisement  with  you  he  wants  some  return' 
for  his  money  and  the  only  way  you  can  give  him'  what  he  has  paid  for  is 
to  place  the  Journal  in  as  many  hands  as  possible  so  that  the  members  can 
see  his  advertisement.  The  excuse  business  men  at  the  present  time  have  for 
not  advertising  is  our  poor  circulation,  but  I  believe  if  we  could  assure 
them  that  each  and  every  member  of  our  organization  reads  the  Journal 
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that  we  should'  have  no  difficulty  in  making  $1;5(00  per  year  on  aidvertise- 
ments.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  you  would  do  this,  right  away,  but  you  would 
in  the  course  of  eighteen  months.  So  you  can  readily  se  that  not  only  w'puld 
it  be  iself  supporting  but  it  would!  do  a  lot  towards  paying  your  general  ex¬ 
penses. 

Therefore,  B'rothers,  I  ask  you  to  coinsider  whether  it  would  be  toi  the 
interest  of  the  organization  to  have  every  member  subscribe  for  the  Journal. 

msn  CONCLUSION. 

Brother  Delegates,  in  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  thank  through  you 
the  diJtei.,nt  brothers  that  I  rave  comm  an -.cation  with,  I  can  say  with 
truth  that  our  c  oirespondence  have  alway.s  been  of  the  friendliest  natuie 
and  it  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  write  to'  my  correspondents.  The  only 
thing  that  has  been  unpleasant  'his  past  year  is  the  great  setbacks  our  or. 
gariiizatioii  has  had  with  our  labor  troubles.  I  can  assure  you  that  it  has 
hurt  me  grt-atly  to  see  the  disastrous  icisults  some  of  the  strikes  have  had 
on  our  locals  and  it  proves  to  me  that  it  is  our  duty  at  this  convention  to 
devise  v/aj-s  and  means  whereby  locals  will  have  greater  restriction  put  on 
them,  to  prevent  then:,  from  striking  before  their  grievences  have  been 
submitted  to  thf  Executive  toard  and  the  Executive  Board;  have  used 
every  means'  to  bring  about  a  setllement  before  calling  a  strike. 

During  the  past  year  wo  have  had  a  great  deal  of  strikesi  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  we  have  not  madie  any  great  gain,  therefore  it  ishOfWiS  to 
us  that  our  locals  should  consider  their  position  and  circumstances  well  be. 
fore  going  on  strike. 

To  fight  for  better  conditions  dbes  not  mean  that  we  should  rush,  like  an 
unoirganizedi  mob  into  needlessi  strife,  or  'in  a  thoughtlleas  manner  gO’  bn 
strike  simply  because  we  have  a  grievance  that  must  be  adjusted,  for  ®ucn 
strifes  usually  leave  their  scars  on  those  involved!,  and  only  teach  us  when 
too  late  what  might  have  beien  avoided  by  cool  and  calm  consideration  had 
the  disposition  towards  each  other  been  just  and  fair  on  both  :sid|s. 

Temperament,  therefore,  plays  an  important  part  in  such  matters  and 
usually  leads  tO'  good  or  bad  lesulte,  since  the  temperament  of  our  em. 
ployer  or  employees  may  in  the  hash  bring  about  a  clash  that  may  result 
only  in  wreck  and  ruin  tO'  the  union,  a,ndl  the:  trade  and  noi  doubt  to  a  few 
faithful  honest  woikers  who  deserve  a  better  fate  than  that  usually  meted 
out  to  them,  “No  work.”  To  avoid  such  results  I  recommend'  the  o!ld  saying 
“That  an  oiunct  of  preventative  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure,’’  even  though  I 
believe  that  it  is  better  to  fight  for  a  good  object  and  lose  than  not  to  fight 
at  all.  Still  if  strike  we  must,  let  it  be  in  that  same  cool,  deliberate  way 
that  will  show  to  all  that  the  members  have  lived  up  tO'  all  the  laws  of 
honorable  warfare  as  prescribed  by  our  constitution  and  taken  each  forward 
step  in  confidence  and  with  plans  of  their  campaign  fully  developed  arwi  un. 
dOi'Stood  so  that  there  will  be  no  reaction,  for  in  the  battle  for  life  as  fought 
by  ottganlzed  labor  it  is  equally  as  essential  that  laibor,  adupt  its  rulesi 
beforehand,  for  successful  warfare  as  it  is  for  a  general  in  an  army  to  dot  so. 
It  is  only  witli  honest  tactics  understood  and  employed  with  a  cool,  steady 
nerve,  backed  by  a  determined  army  of  faithful  workers  who  have  full 
confidence  in  theiv  officers'  and  leaders  that  success  will  come  and  bring  with 
it  all  that  circumstances  and  reason  will  allow,  but  to  go  beyond  this  point, 
through  over.confiden'ce  may  he  dangerous  and  mean  disaster. 

To  our  locals,  therefore,  I  can  -say,  think  well  before  acting  and  then 
act  only  ofter  you  have  all  workers  in  your  locality  in  the  organizatiOini,  after 
Avhich.  your  first  duty  should  be  toi  appoint  committees  to  report  the  oon- 
ditionis  existing  in  your  mills  and  bring  the  same  for  disoussion  in  your 
locol’S  and  there  find'  the  best  m-ethod  to  be  employed  of  how  they  can  be 
improved  or  adjusted  without  strike.  Take  each  grievance  separately,  study 
and  settle  it  before  attempting  any  serious  move,  and  remember  the  need 
of  providing  a  full  treasury  and  learning  to  trust  one  another  as  men  and 
won?en  who  are  in  the  same  boaf  and  who  fight  shoulder  to-  .shoulder  for 
bidter  conditions. 

Bro(ther&,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  attention  andi  I  trust  Wh,en 
you  analyze  my  report  that  you  will  take  into  consideration  the  uphi-ll 
work  that  I  have  had  this  past  year.  It  is  a  fact  known  to  you  all  that  I 
accepted  this  position  when  everything  connected  with  the  office  was  in  an 
upset  condition,  I  also  trust  you  will  take  into  consideration  I  not  only  had 
to  put  your  finances  on  a  good  business  footing,  but  I  had  your  Journal  to 
edit,  which  was  an  entirely  new  field  of  work  to  me.  I  wish'  -bo  say  in 
closing  that  I  have  cone  all  I  possibly  could'  under  the  circumstances  to  make 
my  office  a  credit  to  the  organization  and  myself

1  herewith  isabmit  my  report  as  Treasurer  of  our  organization,  for  the 
past  year.
